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PREFACE. 

Spelling correctly is "naming the letters of a word 
in their proper order," but this is a small part of 
the benefit the pupil should secure from the instruc- 
tion in spelling in our schools. It is equally important 
for him to know the meanings of the words spelled, and 
to know the tises to which they may be put in speaking 
and writing our language. Indeed, there is little value 
in the mere spelling of a word correctly if its meaning 
and use are not understood. The extent to which a 
speller will assist in accomplishing these objects will 
largely determine its value. 

In this book the words were carefxilly selected, and 
for the most part are grouped in classified Usts. A 
glance at the pages will show that this is not a "hard 
word" speller. After eliminating the commonest words 
with which every schoolboy is familiar, the words 
shown are confined as far as possible to those which 
are most frequently used in ordinary occupations and 
callings. 

The definitions were selected to express the most 
commxm uses of the word. In defining certain words 
it was necessary to*use other nearly synonymous words 
with which the pupil is perhaps no more familiar than 
he is with the word defined. In such cases it will add 
interest and benefit to have these words defined by 
reference to the dictionary or by the teacher. To 
further identify the use to which the word may be put, 
the part of speech to which it belongs is indicated. This 
is a dictionary idea giving the connecting link between 
spelling and grammar which every teacher will appre- 
ciate. 

When a word may be used as another part of speech, 

if such use is investigated by the pupil, and if he is

required to properly . spell and define the different 
modifications of the word, it will give him a better 
miderstanding of the meanings of the 2,500 words 
contained in the "One Hxmdred Lessons," and further 
will add greatly to his vocabulary, as well as pro- 
vide a most excellent incentive for establishing the 
dictionary habit. 

Incidentally the syllables of each word are indicated 
by the spacings between the letters; accented syllables 
are also indicated, and pronunciations of a few of 
the more unusual words are also shown. 

This is a schoolroom production like every good 
schoolbook must be. If backed by the inteUigent effort 
of the teacher it will perform well the purpose for 
which it was prepared.

RULES FOR SPELLING. 

The following rules will assist the student in the for- 
mation of many words, but it should be remembered 
that there are exceptions to them in many instances. 
However, they will help in determining the correct 
spelling when there is doubt. 

(1) A monosyllable ending with a single consonant 
(except h and x), preceded by a single vowel, doubles 
the final consonant before a suffix beginning with a 
vowel; as, blot + ed = blottedy plan + 6d = planned, 
run + ing = running. 

Words of more than one syllable, if accented on the 
last syllable, are included under the above rule, except 
when the addition of the sujffix changes the position of 
the accent; as, admit' + ance = admittance, confer' + 
ed = confer'redj confer' + ence = con'ference. 

Exceptions: chagrin' -\- ed == chagrin'edj infer' + able — inferr- 
able, 

(2) Words ending with a double consonant retain 
both consonants when receiving a sufiix; as, ebb + ing 
= ebbing y mil + ful = willfuly drill + ed = drilled. 

Note 1. — To avoid a triple consonant one I is dropped from 
derivative words formed by the addition of the suffix ly to primi- 
tive words ending in II; as, full -\- ly = fully, squall + Zt/ = squally. 

Note 2. — All and/wZZ when used as parts of a word usually drop 
one I; as, all + ways = always, faith + full = faithful, full + fill = 
fulfill. 

Exceptions: carry + all = carryall, full + ness = fullness, full 
+ grown = full-grown. 

(3) Words ending with a silent e usually omit it 
before a sufiix beginning with a vowel; as move + ed = 
moved, trouble + ing = troubling. 
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Exceptions: dye + ing = dyeing (coloring), to distinguish this 
word from die -\- ing — dying (expiring) ; and singe + ing = singeing 
(scorching), to distinguish it from siiig + ing = singing (melody). 

(4) Words usually retain the silent e before a suflBx 
beginning with a consonant; as, trouble + some = 
troublesome, store + house = storehouse , white + ness = 
whiteness. 

Exceptions: abridge + ment = abridgment^ acknowledge + ment — 
acknowledgment^ lodge + msnt =» lodgment, judge + m^nt = judgment, 

(6) Words ending with e preceded by c or j retain 
the e before a suffix beginning with a or o, to preserve 
the soft sound of c or g^; as, courage + ous = courageous^ 
notice + ohle = noticeable, etc. 

(6) Words ending with ie change the ie to y before 
the suffix ing; as, die + ing = dying, tie + ing = tying. 

(7) Words of more than one syllable ending with y 
preceded by a consonant usually change the y into i 
before a suflfix; as, bu^ + ly ^ busily, glory + ous = 
glorious, study + es = studies. 

Exceptions: Final y is sometimes changed to e instead of i; as, 
bounty -h ous = bounteous, plenty + ous = plenteous, etc. 

Derivatives formed by adding the suffix ship retain 
the y: lady + ship = ladyship, surety + ship = surety- 
ship. Y is also retained in the possessive case singular 
of noims; as, Mary's, lady's. 

(8) Words ending in y preceded by a vowel usually 
retain the y unchanged before a suffix ; as, convey + ing 
= conveying, pay + able = payable, survey + or — sur- 
veyor. 

Exceptions: day -\- ly = daily, pay + ed = paid, etc. 

(9) Words ending in c hard add k before suflSxes 
beginning with e, i, or y, to preserve the hard soimd of 
c; as, traffic + ing = trafficking ^ physic + ed = phys- 
icked, zinc + y = zincky.
